The trial of Dr. E. W. Sheldon, of Ash­ 
ton, for obtain in g a note of $5t)0 of A. D. 
Clark, of Og le county, commenced last 
Monday In Oreg on, with States Attorney 
Baxter and Fran c Bacon for the People, 
and C. B. Morrison of this city, and J. C. 
Seyster of Oreg on, for the defemlaut. 
It was a sort of a medico leg al contestj 
The prosecution claimed that Mr. Clark 
was suffering with an incurable disease, 
and that Dr. Sheldon, when he took the 
note knew that the case was incurable. 
The defen dan t claimed that the disease 
WHS curable and that an operation mig ht 
hav e sav ed his life, and that w hether it 
would or not. Dr. Sheldon g av e his pro­ 
fessional opinion and that he was not lia­ 
ble, ev en if he did make a mistake. 
The People commenced with Dr Carle- 
ton of Rochelle, who, after an examin a­ 
tion of nearly two hours, finally con clud­ 
ed that the patien t mig ht hav e been cured. 
He was followed by Dr, Helm of Rock- 
ford, who said that the operation would 
hav e been attended with dan g er, but that 
he mig ht hav e liv ed throug h it; and by 
Dr. Roe of Chana, and Dr. Crowell, of 
Rochelle, who ag reed with the others 
Then witnesses were called, who testified 
that Dr. Sheldon represented that the 
tumor could he remov ed t>y a surg ical op­ 
eration without dan g er to the patien t’s 
life. 


The defense called Dr. I'aine of Dixon, 
and C O. linker, an emin en t specialist of 
New Vork, and Dr. Sheldon, who went to 
perform the operation. 
They all testified 
that the patient stood from eig ht to ten 
chances out of one hundreil 
of 
be­ 
ing cured 
They so told 
Mr 
C.’lark, 
and he refused to permit the operation, 
and the patien t died three mon ths later! 
Dr. Sheldon testified that he told Mr 
Clark the daag er of the treatmen t that he 
proposed, but that it was the only way to 
sav e his life, and that it mig ht fail, and 
that he should ii.x up his business and pie- 
|>are for the worst. 
I he doctor is strong ly supported by cir­ 
cumstances, as it Ht>pears that Mr, Clark 
on the n ext day made his will and fixed 
ui» his business The lioiiee was prepared 
for the operation and a nurse procured; 
but the children persuaded Mr. Clark not 
to submit to it. 


Dr. Sheldon stan ds hig h as afihyslcisn , 
and has a larg o practice, and he was not 
without many warm friends, who came to 
hear the ca.se and remained until it was 
ov er. 


It is believ ed by man y that doctors in 
Rochelle and Chan a were urg ing the pros­ 
ecution on, hopin g to break down and in ­ 
jure Dr. Sheldon, who practices in the 
same territory, and Is a formidable riv al. 
The jury took the case at about six 
o’clock Wednesday, and were out only 
about an hour and returned a v erdict of 
not g uilty; which is a complete indication 
of Dr. Sheldon.
